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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 26 and 27 are new. Claim Claims 1 and 18-27 are pending and under 
examination. Note that 'spirotetramat' is not ipsis verbis in the specification as filed but finds 
support in at least [0129] as example l"-4. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 2/4/1 1 was filed after the 
mailing date of the Office Action on 1 1/9/10. The submission is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Withdrawn rejections: 

Applicant's amendments and arguments filed 2/4/1 1 are acknowledged and have been 
fully considered. Any rejection and/or objection not specifically addressed below is herein 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-9, 15, 17 and 19-25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Vermeer et al. (US 20040157745) and Wolf et al. (WO 03/099005) and 
Turberg et al. (US 20050214336 filed internationally as WO 2003/086075; published 10/23/03) 
and Patel et al. (US 5925182). Applicant has amended the claims to overcome this rejection and 
it is withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
reference of Vermeer et al. (US 2004/0157745) does not teach or suggest, alone or in 
combination, the instantly claimed oil-based suspension concentrate especially given the data for 
surprising results. For a detailed analysis, please refer to pages 12-16 of the FINAL Office 
Action filed on 1 1/9/10. The invention is deemed free of the art.
